intelligent life. 
Mankind's 
first 
system atic 
search for radio signals from 
being*? on 
other planets was 
conducted in 1960 by scientists 
at the National Radio Astron­ 
omy Observatory, Green Bank. 
W. Va. The results were nega­ 
tive and the search was aban­ 
doned after a few months. No 
sim ilar search is now in prog­ 
ress anywhere in the Western 
world, as far as is known here. 


The Soviet news agency Tass 
reported 
in 
Moscow 
Monday 
that 
periodical 
signals 
from 
sources in deep space had con­ 
vinced 
Russian 
astronomers 
“that we are not alone in the 
universe.” 
This is a phrase frequently 
used

ation which produced the earth 
must also at various times in 
the past have produced millions 
of other planets capable of de­ 
veloping beings equal to or sur­ 
passing man in intelligence. 
The Moscow dispatches cited 
signals from a celestial radio 
source known as “STA-102.” It

was a garble for CTA-102, an 
object discovered in 1960 and re­ 
corded in a catalog of space 
rad o sources* by the California 
Institute of Technology.

charcoal 
filter* had less harmful effects 
on the breathing of guinea pigs 
than cigarettes with 
cellulose 
acetate filters. 
The report resulted from a 
study made at the Food & Drug 
Research 
Laboratories, 
Inc., 
Maspeth, N.Y. 
Data gathered in the study 
indicate that cigarette smoke 
brings a rise in airway resist­ 
ance in the guinea pig accom ­ 
panied by a decrease in respir­ 
atory rate, the researchers re­ 
ported at the 49th annual con­ 
vention 
of the Federation 
of 
American Societies for Experi­ 
mental Biology. 
Charcoal filters can minimize 
these changes, the study .show­ 
ed 
but the filters do not guar­ 
antee a cigarette with minimal 
phys clog ic effect. 
The 
researchers 
concluded 
tliat both a combination of filt­ 
ers 
and 
a carefully 
selected 
blend of tobacco would make 
possible a cigarette with minim­ 
al physiologic effects on the res­ 


piratory system. 
The study was performed by 
Dr. Steven Carson, R i c h a r d 
Go dhamcr, Arthur Mackars and 
Robert Carpenter. 
Among the other papers pre­ 
sented today was one on burns 
by Cols.

Sam Houston, Tex 
They said a methylated sul- 
fouamide burn cream used on 
rats has produced a significant 
reduction in mortality from 36.5 
per cent to 18 per cent in the 
over-all death rate. In cases 
with burns of 30 to 50 per cent 
of the body surface, mortality 
has been lowered from 64.9 per 
cent to zero. 
Another paper was presented 
on a clinical comparison of the 
vide effects of methotrimepraz- 
ine or Nozinan made at the 
Sloan - Kettering Cancer Center 
in New York City. The study 
showed that the drug has pain- 
relieving properties nearly as 
powerful as morphine, but it 
does not lead to addiction as 
morphine does.

Jointure Deadlocked 
Act 299 Solution Eludes Pennsbury

The Pennsbury Joint School 
Board wrestled with early re­ 
organization for more than an 
hour last night and found itself 
in exactly the same position as 
on previous debates on the is­ 
sue — deadlocked. 
Under the terms of Act 299, 
all joint school districts must 
pare down to nine members by 
July I, 1966, but they are per­ 
mitted to reorganize 
a 
year 
early. 
In fact, the state urges early 
reorganization and offers an in­ 
centive reimbursement for dis­ 
tricts which accomplish it. Es­ 
timates on the incentive for 
Pennsbury vary 
from 
$60,000 
to $80,000. 
Representation Issue 
But that old bugaboo of pro­ 
portional representation o n c e 
again stymied ail attempts by 
the Pennsbury board to take 
even a first step toward early 
reorganization. 
The board was unable last 
night — as in previous open and 
closed-door sessions — to re­ 
solve the question of how many 
members on the new board will 
come from each of the four 
component 
municipalities 
— 
Falls, I^ower Makefield, Yard­ 
ley. and Tullytown. 
The method of reorganization 
as proposed last night by Make­ 
field and backed by Yardley 
would have an interim operat­ 
ing committee 
(a 
temporary 
board that would run affairs un­ 
til the new board is elected) 
composed of five members from 
Falls, two from Makefield, and 
one each from Yardley and Tul­ 
lytown. The proposal calls for 
the nine-man school board to be 
chosen by election at-large. 
Largest Municipality 
The Falls board — which rep 
presents the largest municipali­ 
ty and contributes over 70 per 
cent of the jointure’s operating 
expenses — opposed the at-large 
election last night, fearing the 
township would not get enough 
directors on the new board.

Several motions were present­ 
ed on the issue last night and 
all but one were beaten down 
Motion Fails 
Morris Feldman of Tullytown, 
claiming “ nothing can be re 
solved at present,” moved that 
all discussion on Act 299 be ta­ 
bled until adoption of the joint 
board budget (by June 30). The 
motion carried Falls and Tully 
town but lost to the opposition 
of Yardley and Makefield.

Richard 
Day,

Falls, moved for reorganization 
as outlined in the regional su­ 
perintendent’s report, effective 
July I, 1965. This motion failed 
to get a second. 


Open Session 
A motion by Falls director 
John Millard that all future dis­ 
cussion of Act 299 be held in 
open session was passed unani­ 
mously. 
Had Feldman’s motion car­ 
ried, early reorganization would 
have been impossible. A Falls 
spokesman, 
explaining 
later 
why Falls, which has always 
pushed for early reorganization, 
backed the motion, said, “ We’re 
deadlocked 
on 
the 
issue 
so 
there’s no use for further dis­ 
cussion.” 
It was discussion on Feld­ 
m an’s motion which 
took 
up 
most of the time. In presenting 
it, Feldman said his board had 
nothing to gain from early re­ 
organization, that it would re­ 
ceive no incentive money since 
it is a late entry into the joint­ 
ure , and “ if we get the budget 
out of the way, we can tackle 
reorganization 
with 
c o o l e r 
heads.” 
“Don’t Have Time” 
He claimed, “ We don’t have 
time to tackle both the budget 
and 
reorganization, 
and 
we 
can’t resolve Act 299 for early 
reorganization anyway.” 
He was backed by Tullytown 
board president, Mrs. Lois Arzt. 
“ As we get more involved in 
advance 
reorganization,” 
she 
said, “ we find we have more 
and more problems for which 
we get either no answers or 
conflicting answers. I question 
the intent of the board to push 
ahead at this time. There’s just 
too much confusion.” 
The motion was also support­ 
ed by Ross Bennington of Lower 
Makefield. 


“ Nothing can be accomplish­ 
ed by this endless discussion,” 
he said. “ If we terminate dis­ 
cussion, perhaps we will also 
terminate the backbiting which 
has been going on.” 


Seven Resolutions 


In its own meeting prior to 
Feldman’s 
motion, 
the 
Falls 
board passed seven resolutions 
designed to resolve the conflict. 
In one of the motions, Falls 
voted to forego early reorgani­ 
zation, proposing instead that 
all board components reach an 
agreement on reorganization by 
Nov. I, 1965. 
“ Failure to reach 
such 
an 
agreement,” the motion 
read, 
“ shall be cause for petitioning 
the county board to take such 
steps as are appropriate.” 
These motions were read by 
Day at the jointure meeting. 
In explaining why the Falls 
board changed its position on 
advance 
reorganization, 
Day 
said, “ Had we moved ahead on 
Ingraham’s report, 
we 
would 
have accomplished early reor­ 
ganization. But since issuance 
of the report, and the delays 
encountered, 
the Falls board 
realizes there 
are 
too 
many 
problems, in view of the time 
factor, 
for 
early 
reorganiza­ 
tion.” 


Day stressed his board “ con­ 
tinues to back early reorganiza­ 
tion,” but only as stated in In­ 
graham’s report. He then called 
for the “ harmony necessary to 
make reorganization a compati­ 
ble entity.” 
Charles Ford of Lower Make­ 
field, vice president of the join­ 
ture, spoke against Feldm an’s 
motion. 
/ 
“ We don’t think this is the 
time to stop (pressing for early 
reorganization) just because we 
are entering our budget study 
period. There are problems to 
be worked out, but they can be 
resolved by a nine-man interim 
committee.” 
“ Breaks V*re Even” 
He said Makefield’s willing­ 
ness to agree to a 5-2-1-1 com­ 
mittee “ eliminates 
the 
major 
road block to early reorganiza­ 
tion.”
